Press.)—New clashes between the 
French and Italians,at Fiume are 


reported in advices from that city. | 


The casualties, so far reported, num- 
ber six killed and twenty wounded, 
French Soldiers Accused, 

According to dispatches to The 
Gironale d'Italia, serious incidents 
have occurred within the last day 
or two at Fiume. Two French sol- 
diers are alleged to have maltreated 
Italian children. French soldiers 
are reported to have insulted ital- 
ian grenadiers, who remonstrated. 
The French fired on the grenadiers 
and then fled to their barracks, 
from which they fired into the 
crowds that gathered. 

In a cafe where many French 
congregate and a Jugo-Slav beer

French sodiers and several civilians 
have been wounded, 

General Graziole, into whose hands 
the national council of Fiume piaced 
the control of the city, has arrived 
and temporarily restored order.

General Savy says he did his best 
to be neutral in the question of 
Fiume, especially as he has in his 
command some Serbian troops, but 
he adds that he understands the 
Position of the Italians, and “that 
if he were in their place he would 
have acted likewise.” 

Regrets the Clashes. 

Expressing his regret for the in- 
 eident, he says:: 

“I am sorry there should be any 
feeling between two peoples who 
have fraternized at the front 
against the common enemy. Italy 
ought to be compensated for her 
sacrifices, and when Fiume is as- 
signed to Italy I shall be the first

Begins Wednesday 


Shortly After Dawn Wed- 
nesday the Great British 
“Blimp” Will Again 
Dare the Atlantic. 


AIRSHIP RIDES ALOFT ; 
DOUGHBOYS RELIEVED 


=— — 


During Monday American 
Soldiers Were Put to It 
to Hold Blimp by Anchor 
Ropes — President Wil- 
son’s Daughters Inspect 
Ship. 


Mineola, N. Y., July 7.—The return 
cruise of the British dirigible R-34 
across the Atlantic ocean will not 
start until shortly after .dawn on 
Wednesday. The proposed plan to 
get the giant airship away at 5 a. m. 
on Tuesday was abandoned tonight 
after local weather conditions 
which included adverse, bumpy 
winds made it impossible for the 
dirigible’s crew to overhaul the en- 
gines during the afternoon, Without 
such overhauling it would be imprac- 
ticable for the airship to take off on 
her venture, as quantities of carbon 
accumulated in the engines during 
tha.108 hours in which the craft was 
aloft on the unprecedented journey 
which ended at Roosevelt fleld here 
en Sunday morning. 

Tonight the “R-34 swung at ease 
above this flying ground, her grace- 
ful hulk, scarcely moving tn the 
gentle breeze, illuminated by great 
gearchlights which made her visible 
to thousands of spectators who “had 
come here in motor cars, trains, and 
on foot to watch the early leaving. 
Not Riding in Danger. 

In contrast with conditions as the 
darkness fell on Sunday, the 
dirigible was not riding in danger 
tonight. On Sunday she was sus- 
pended with her nose pointed to- 
wards the ground and her stern 
swinging at an altitude of ‘several 
hundred feet higher, in jeopardy of 
being dashed to pieces on Roosevelt 
field. This situation does not pre- 
vail tonight. P 

Shortly before 9 p. m., the wind 
having died down until the atmos- 
phere was listless, a stream of 
water descended from amidship. As 
this ballast left the craft, the R-34 
moved upward slowly. 

From both = sides, 
and from the under surface, also 
well forward, three wire cables were 
connected with ancnvorages on the 
ground. The stern was - ieft to 
swing with whatever breeze might 
stir during the night. There was 
no possibility, Major G. H. Scott, 
the commander said, that the stern 
would rise, as it did Sunday night, 
until her massive form assumed at 
times an.almost perpendicular posi- 
tion. It was explained that on 
Sunday too much water ballast had 
by mistake been emptied from the 
stern. Tonight the amount of water 
ballast let go was equally distri- 
buted throughout thé itength. 

Kept Dirigible From Escaping 

With the ship aloft, the balloon 
company doughboys, veterans of the 
American expeditionary. force, found 
their first relief from many hours 
of strain and excitement. In crews 
of 25 each, ten crews throughout the 
day had by their own strength kept 
the dirigible from escaping. 

The rising sun today had ex- 
panded the hydrogen with which 
the big ship had been filled to ca- 
pacity last night. This expansion 
added 8 tons to the ship’s lifting ca- 
pacity/and wrenched out the cross 
girder to which the anchorage ropes 
were attached. The breaking of the 
girder tore a hole about four feet 
square in the outer envelope of the 
dirigible but this has been repaired. 

At times during the day ground 
crews swinging to hand lines from 


their feet as the wind blew the ship 
about. At no time, however, did 
the R-34 get beyond the control of 
her human anchors. *s

It ap- 
peared to be the opinion of members 
Monday that this would be the most 
equitable way to pursue. j 
Immediate Action Necessary. 
‘Some immediate action had be- 
come necessary to avert a strike of 
the employees at the pumping sta- 
tions. They had virtually issued 
an ultimatum to the finance com- 
mittee that if they were not given 
more money they would walk out 
on July 15 and leave Adpam, with- 
out water. 

They repeated this ° warning to 
Zode Smith on Monday afternoon 
in a written statement, declaring 
that unless their demands were met 
the pumping stations would be shut 
down on the fifteenth of this 
month. Some of. them, said Mr. 
Smith, have already secured posi- 
tions elsewhere which they will ac- 
cept unless the city is more liberal 
with them. 

When the finance committee met 
Monday morning it was besieged 
with requests for more money from 
employees in various departments. 
Claims were presented in behalf 
of inspectors in the heaith and san- 
itary departments, members-of the 
board of water commissioners ap- 
peared seeking more pay for em- 
ployees in the water department, 
and a resolution was introduced in 
council Monday afternoon to pro- 
vide better renumeration for em- 
ployees in the park department. 

Demands Meritorious. 

Many of these demands: the fi- 
nance committee admitted were mer- 
itorious. ‘They have already appro- 
priated ,to the limit of the city’s 
anticipated income, and they turned 
to the wat board for additional 
revenue and asked for a joint ses- 
sion Monday afternoon. 

The request of the finance com- 
mittee was for the water board 
to put up the water rent sufficient 
to bring $25,000 more into the city 
treasury.

After Mr. Graham had read to 
the investigating committee 4 di- 
gest designed to show that the mili- 
tary draft, food control and press 
censorship had been discussed by 
the commission several weeks be- 
fore war was declared, Representa- 
tive Reavis, republican, Nebraska, 
interrupting, asked if “all this was 
prior to the president's speech on 
armed neutrality, in which he said 
he was not contemplating war.” 
The chairman answered affirma- 
tively. 

Later in the recital of the digest, 
Mr. Graham said that censure of 
the council and commission, uttered 
in senate and house, ied Mr. Coffin 
to urge that “a definite channel of 
contact” be established between the 
council and congress, “in other 
words,” commented the chairman, 
“congress ought to be educated.” 

in brief, Mr. Graham’‘s digest 
charged the president organized the 
council in violation of the law and 
that in addition to framing iegis- 
lation, dictated policies the country 
Was to pursue, and befriended “big 
business.”

Categorical denial of Chairman 
Graham’s charges was made tonight 
by Grosvenor B. Clarkson, director 
of the council, in a statement is- 
sued tonight. 

“My examination the other day 
before Mr. Graham’s committee,” Mr. 
Clarkson said, “showed at the outset 
a tendency on the part of a major- 
ity of the committee to disclose 
that the administration had taken no 
preparedness steps before entering 
the war. Whereas the truth was 
that, owing to the almost providen- 
tial presence of the council of na- 
tional defense, created by congreas 
itself eight months before, a great 
many far-sighted plans had been 
initiated by the council acting 
alone as well as en the advice of 
its advisory commission. 

“The advisory commission of sev- 
en men was, throughout the war, 
composed of at least three and per- 
haps four republicans as was the 
huge majority of the council’s com- 


mittees. The council’s minutes 
which I furnished to Mr, Graham's 


committee with the hearty consent 
of Secretary Baker, chairman of the 
council, and;voluntarily supplement- 
ed with those of the advisory com- 
mission, disclosed beyond any ques- 
tion that the eouncil had in the most 
constructive way looked far ahead 
into the immediate future to the end 
of preparing the country for war. 
Defends Council's Action, 

“It is my deliberate judgment that 
if the council, utilizing the greatest 
experts in the leading industries, 
and utilizing them in a wholly non- 
partisan way, had not taken its 
forehanded steps America would not 
have laid in time the foundation 
for mobilizing its industrial _ re- 
sources which made possible the 
winning of the war. 

“The council’s minutes having dia- 
closed these facts to Mr. Graham, 
he addressed himself to the coun- 
cil’s system of procuring supplies 
for the war department.. That mat-+ 
ter was threshed out long ago be- 
fore the senate military affairs com- 
mittee on supplies died of their own 
weight at the end of the hearings 
more than a year ago. Council com- 
mittee members under the stress of 
an precedented emergency were un- 
doubtedly in some cases placed in 
theeposition of doing business with 
themselves, whereas that never was 
actually the fact and not a _ scin- 
tilla of wrong doing was ever dis- 
closed and it is believed that the

Minutes of the council were read 
to the committee by Mr. Graham, to- 
gether with a report in which he 
asserted the council assumed such 
broad powers that Major General 
Goethals, former chief of the pur- 
chase, storage and traffic division of 
the war department, defied it; cab- 
inet members protested against its 
activities, and Judge Gary, presi- 
dent of the United States Steel cor- 
poration, accused it of operating in 
“flagrant violation of law.” 

Mr. Graham declared the presi- 
dent created the “secret govern- 
ment” by ignoring and reversing 
the intent of congress in: authoriz- 
ing the establishment of a council 
of national defense in August, 1916. 
As authorized by congress, he said. 
the council was to be composed of 
six members of the cabinet, who 
were to be the real executives, and 
seven civilians, to be selected by 
the president, who were to act in a 
purely advisory capacity. 

Clothed With Illimitable Powers. 

Instead of doing this, Mr. Graham 
asserted, the presedent made the 
advisory commission the real exec- 
utives, “clothing them with unprec- 
edented | and almost illimitable 
powers.” ' 

“Behind closed doors, weeks and 
even months before war was de- 
clared,” he said, “these seven men 
designed practically every war 
measure which congress subse- 
quently enacted. They devised the 
ertire.system of purchasing - war 
supplies, planned a press censor- 
ship, designed a system of food 
control and selected Herbert Hoover 
as it director, and even determined 
on the daylight saving scheme. 

“Conceived within the law, but 
brought irto existence in absolute 


violation of law, it is not surprising 
to find this secret government of 
the United States itself persistently 
ignored and even violated the law; 
that it,allowed interested parties to 
fix the prices of war materials; that.

George Green went to the front 
door of the house and called to Ash- 
ley. . 
The negro feplied by shooting 
twice, one bullet fatally wounding 
Green. Immediately the whole 
party began firing into the house, 
riddling it with bullets and loads 
of shot. Ashley was wounded twice 
fatally. 

' Another Version. 


Another version of the shooting 
is given by Ashley’s wife, the only 
eyewitness besides the white men. 
Her statement was that these men 
woke Ashley up about 1 o’clock and 
demanded that he open his store 
close by to sell them some soda 
water. He replied -he could not 
open up that time of night, where- 
upon they threatened to come in 
the house. He told them not to do 
thet as his wife was sick. Their 
reply to this was a general fusiladé 
of shots, in which Ashley was 
wounded. He crawled to a table. 
got his pistol, his wife said, and 
crawled back to the front door and 
fired twice. 

George Green died in about thirty 
minutes after being shot. His broth- 
er, Clyde, was wounded by a shot- 
gun, and officers state Ashley did 
not use a shotgun. It is pre- 
sumed by them that someone of the 
white men accidentally shot Clyde 
Green @uring the general bembard- 
ment that took place. 

No warrants have been 
out for any of the men, and no ar- 
rests have been made. The com- 
munity has been quiet since the 
shooting, and no trouble is expected.

LEF FOR ADD 
OF DRUGS NOW DENED 


Practitioners Are Given New 
Instructions as to Pre- 
scriptions. 


Physicians can no longer write 
prescriptions for narcotic drugs 
merely to relieve addicts, according 


to instructions received Monday from 


the internal revenue department in 
Washington by Internal 
Agent D. J. Gantt. 
Heretofore, Mr. Gantt said, it has 
been possible for a practitioner to 
dispense or prescribe narcotic drugs 
in a quantity more than is necessary 
to meet the immediate needs of a 
patient in some cases, but a revo- 
cation of this permit has now been 
issued following the recent ruling 
of the United. States supreme court 
in the case of U. 8. vs. Doremus. 

The supreme court held that an 
order for morphine issued to an ha- 
bitual user thereof, not in the course 
of professional treatment in an at- 
tempted cure of the habit, but for 
the purpose of providing the user 
with morphine sufficient to keep 
him comfortable by maintaining his 
customary use, is not a prescription 
within the meaning and intent of 
the Harrison narcotic act. 


Three Parties Guilty. 


In view of this decision the com- 
missioner of internal revenue, Dan- 
iel C. Roper, has instructed all col- 
lectors of internal revenue that not 
only = writer of an order merely 
to make an addict comfortable is to 
be regarded as guilty of violation of 
the law, but the druggist who fills 
the prescription, and the person who 
~~ the drugs thereunder, as 
well, 

The revocation of the ruling al- 
lowing the prescription or issuance 
of drugs in any quantity @tates 
that the revocation shall be applica- 
ble in all cases whether a decreas- 
ing dosage is indicated or not. 

Mr. Gantt held a conference Mon- 
day morning with City Physicians 
Wilkins and Warner, who agreed not 
to write prescriptions for addicts 
in the future unless they are suf- 
fering from disease. 

Owing to the strictness of the 
regulations even in the past there 
are in Atlanta very few doctors 
who prescribe drugs to habitual 
users, Mr. Gantt said. “While we 
do not anticipate many violations of 
the new ruling, we intend to keé@p a 
sharp lookout for both physicians 
and druggists who are guilty of any 
infraction of the law.” ; 

Hard to Get Supply. 


“We have already made illegal 
traffic in narcotics extremely dif- 
ficult and through the numerous 
prosecutions and seizures have 
forced the retail price up to an al- 
most prohibitive amount. It will 
now be hard for drug users to ob- 
tain the constant relief which some 
of them had through prescriptions 
heretofore.” 

Sixteen cases of violations of the 
Harrison narcotic act came before 
the federal grand jury Monday 
morning, and true bills were re- 
turned in each instance. 

The exact wording of the instruc- 
tions received by Mr. Gantt, which 
he asks all physicians and drug- 
gists to take note of, is as follows: 

In a recent decision of the supreme court 
of the United States, in the case of the 
United States vs. Doremus, it was held that 
an order for narcotic drugs issued by a prac- 
ticing and registered physician for morphine 
to an habitual user thereof, the order not. 
being issued by him in the course of pro- 
fessional treatment in the attempted cure of 
the morphine habit, but being issued for 
the purpose of providing the user with mor- 
phine sufficient to keep him comfortable by 
maintaining his customary use, is not a 
physician’s prescription within exception (b) 
of section 2 of the act of December 17, 1914, 
commonly known as the Harrison Narcotie 
act,

» Rome, July 7.—“Salus Publica Su- 
prema Lex” (the public welfare is 
the supreme law), the ancient motto 
of the Romans, is being applied by 
the Italian government at this crit- 
ical moment of the national life of 
Italy.

It 
was right that the people should 
punish those who made millions 
through the suffering of the entire 
population which for over four years 
strained every nerve in the face of 
the greatest struggle of its history. 
With pitiless energy however, as 
pitiless as its leniency heretofore,. 
the government now intends to re- 
press any attempt to transform a 
just protest into something more se- 
rious.” , 

Florence has been occupied by 
military forces and the machine 
guns of the troops, and it has been 
shown the mobs and robbers were 
not taken there merely for show.

Technically General March has been 
outranking General Pershing ever 
since his designation as head of 
the staff, but General Pershing has 
held the greater military honor of 
commanding inthe field the great- 
est American army ever mobilized, 

Clash Over March. 

Friends of General Pershing have 
argued it would be base ingratitude 
to bring him back to America and 
place him in a subordinate position 
to General March, or to any other 
officer. There has been much talk 
in Washington of a possible clash in 
the administration over the disposi- 
tion of the Pershing-March contro- 
versy: Secretary Baker was known 
to have such a high regard for Gen- 
eral March, and has placed such re- 
liance in him during the last year 
and a half it was believed he would 


use his influence to retain General 
March in his present post and grade. 
General March has been known as 
“the strong man” of the war de- 
partment. Secretary Baker has 
given him the widest possible pow- 
ers, and has followed his recommen- 
dations with blind faith and un- 
Shaken confidence, With General 
March having such a staunch friend 
at court, the admirers of General 
Pershing had become somewhat 
alarmed as to his future, and a 
short time ago a report was circu- 
lated he would resign if an attempt 
was made to place him in a subordi- 
nate position. Such an end to the

March Ranks Pershing- 


When General March came back 
to this country at the end of 1917 
he was designated as chief of staff 
of the army and technically 
ranked the general commanding the 
American expeditionary forces, 
There was some question about this 
at first, but Secretary Baker, .in the 
presence of General March, stated 
positively that March as chief of 
staff was to be regarded as number 
one on the American arnfy list, with 
General Pershing as number two. 

General March further cleared 
this point by announcing in his 
statements that “I have directed 
General Pershing” to do various 
things. 

Genera] Pershing has let no mat- 
ter of precedence in the army at 
home worry him at all. He has had 
such supreme authority in Europe, 
he has done things first and noti- 
fed the war department and the 
chief of staff later. ; 

Now General Pershing is badly 
needed in Washington. Congress is 
about to undertake a reorganization 
of the army and General Pershing, 
after his experience in ‘the field, 
will have a great deal of weight 
with the congressional committees 
in shaping the course o7 future leg- 
islation. General March is one of 
the most accomplished and efficient 
officers in the army, but he has not 
the prestige which naturally has at- 
tached to General Pershing as com- 
mander of the great American army 
in France. 

Some senators and _ representa- 
tives have been inclined to criticise 
General March as “acting cold” to- 
ward congress. Regular army offi- 
cers insist, however, that Pershing 
and March are of very similar types, 
or at least they were known as such 
in the pre-war days. 

Congress may authorize only one 
full general in the permanent army 
that rank going with the office of 
chief of staff. This is another rea- 
son why General Pershing undoubt- 
edly will get that post upon his ar- 
rival in this country.

History of Fryatt Case. 
Captain Fryatt was commander of 
the British steamer Wrexham on 
March 28, 1915, when the German 
submarine U-33 ordered the Wrex- 
ham to stop near the Mass: light- 
ship. Captain Fryatt, acting, as he 
afterward said, under orders of thé 
British admiralty, attempted to ram 
the submarine. The German U-boat 
narrowly escaped by diving~ His 
exploit was hailed in England as @ 
brilliant one, and* no attempt was 
made to keep his identity a secret. 
Instead, the British admiralty eave 
him a gold watch for his “brave 
conduct,” and he was mentioned in 
the house of commons. .Thus the 
Germans learned the identity:of the 
mariner who had attempted to sink 
their submarine. 

More than a year afterward, on 
June 24; 1916, Captain Fryatt waé 
captured by the Germans, together 
with the steamer Brussels, which 
he was piloting from Rotterdam to 
Tilbury. German warships took 
the Brussels into Zebrugge. About 
amonth later, July 23, the an- 
nouncement came from Berlin that 
Captain Fryatt had been executed 
by shooting after a trial before @ 
German court-martial. The Ger- 
man official statement declared that 
the* captain , was executed for a 
‘franc-tireur crime’ against armed 
German sea forces. The trial was 
held at Bruges on July 27. The 
British foreign office had learned 
about ten days préviously that Cap- 
tain Fryatt was to be tried and, 
through the American amDassador 
in Berlin, James W. Gerard, had en- 
deavored to provide for his defense 
before the German court. The Brit- 
ish government asserted that Cap- 
tain Fryatt’s action in steering his 
vessel teward the submarine was 
essentially defensive, and that he 
had an undoubted right to do it. It 
was pointed out that the German 
prize regulation provided that in 
Case a merchant vessel offered 
armed resistance, the members of 
her crew, when captured, should 
be treaced as prisoners of war. 

Aroused Great Indignation. 

The killing of Captain Fryatt 
aroused intense indignation through- 
out England, and the sympathy of 
allallied governments and people. 
British naval officers declared there 
was no such thing as a “franc- 
tireur”’ at sea, and pointed out that 
where British captains resisted cap- 
ture by use of guns mounted on 
merchant ships, Germany had not 
court-martialed or executed them. 
British newspapers denounced the 
execution as “foul and abominable 
murder.” Premier Asquith de- 
clared in the house of commons that 
England would not tolerate a re- 
sumption of diplomatic relations 
with Germany after war until repa-

|W. O. Swift First of Six 
Detectives to Face Sen-

Macon, Ga., July 7.—(Special.)— 
w. O. Swift, one of the six Macon 
detectives under indictment for 


' murder as an accessory before the 


fact in connection with the shoot- 


ing to death of Philip Lamar and 


J. B. Kimbrell, two young Macon 
men who are alleged to Nave been 
“framed up” in a holdup, was 
placed on trial in the superior 
court today. On the outcome of 
the case now on trial depends .the 
course of the state in the remain- 
ing cases. Should Swift be acquit- 
ted it is probable the state will not 
prosecute the other defendants, but 
should a conviction be secured, all 
of the remaining defendants will 
be tried. 

Selection of the jury occupied the 


“entire day today it being late this 


+ 


evening before the twelfth juror 
was secured, ninety-two of the first 
two panels 
being exhausted. All day long the 
six defendants sat grouped around 
their counsel and aided in the se- 
lection of the jurors. 

Only one witness was introduced 
before adjournment:for the day, he 
being C. R. ‘Ellis, an architect, who 
identified the plans of the Bobo 
store, where the shooting occurred, 
as the ones drawn by him. A total 
of one hundred and twenty-one 
witnesses have been summoned, 
fifty-five for the state and sixty- 
six for the defense. Indications are 
the case will occupy most of the 
week. 

Charges in Case. 


Of the six detectives, three are 
charged with murder, with two 
counts against each, three With ac- 
cessory before the fact to murder, 
with two counts in each indictment, 
and two with accessory before the 
fact to attenf{pt to commit robbery. 
Swift, L J. Stevens and L G. Strip- 
ling are charged with murder; L. 
S. McLendon, J. E. Bunch and W. G. 
Evans, as accessory, and McLendon 
and Bunch are the ones charged 
with being accessory to an attempt 
to commit robbery. In addition to 
the detectives, Emmett Finney, a 
taxicab driver, is under indictment 
on a charge of attempt to commrr 
robbery. 

The case is one of the most ‘un- 
usual in the annals of Bibb county 
courts. For several months there 
had been a series of daring robber “s 
and holdups in Macon and all ef- 
forts put forth by the police to check 
them were unavailing. Finally Fin- 
ny, the taxicab driver, made a prop- 
osition to thecity detectives, it is 
claimed, to turn up two of the al- 
leged highwaymen. He offered to 
do it for a sum of money said to 
have been $200. According to 
Finney’s own story, he agreed to 
enter into a plot with Philip La- 
mar and J. B. Kimbrell, young men 
about town, to rob Ralph Bobo, a 
Syrian merchant in South Macon, 
and was to tip the detectives off 
as to when the robbery was to take 
place so they could be on hand and 
catch the men in the act. 

Finney carried out his part of the 
bargain. for he carried Lamar and 
Kimbrell tothe Bobo store in an 
automobile belonging to the city de- 
tectives after Chiez McLendon had 
stationed Detectives Swift, Stevens 
and Stripling in the store and armed 
them with shotguns. McLendon 
and the other detectives followed 
the robber car to the store. They 
arrived there just as a volley of 
shots was fired, Lamar being killed 
instantly and Kimbrell fatally 
wounded. 

Conflicting Statements. 

The detectives claimed Lamar and 
Kimbrell had fired on them first, 
when they were interrupted in their 
job of holding up Bobo. Lamar did 
not live to make a statement, bur 
Kimbrell, who lingered for several 
days, made «a signed statement to 
the effect that neither Lamar nor 
himself fired a shot, and he charged 
the detectivs shot them down with- 
out justification. His dying state- 
ment will play an important part in 
the trials. 

Finney, who carried the two al- 
leged robbers to the store, remained 
in front in the autemobile. He 
had told Lamar and imbrell he 
would sound the horn on the auto- 
mobile if anyone appeared. When 
the shooting began he drove away, 
according to his admission. 

Since his arrest Finney has 
turned state’s evidence. He had 
originally retained the same counsel 
who represents the detectives, but 
when Finney refuesd to follow the 
advise of his counsel and.refuse to 
answer questions propounded to him 
at the hearing when the detectives 
were asking for bail, his counsel 
returned his retained fee and an- 
ee they no longer represented

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AN EPOCHAL VOYAGE. 

For four and a b-lf days a huge 
British “blimp’—the R-34—groped 
its way through oceans of cloud 
and fog above an ocean of water 
and finally attained its objective 
and anchored safely on dry land 
after having made a record flight 
from the shores of Scotland to 
Mineola, New York.

Validity? 


What Is a Contract But a Tender Conditioned Upon Specific 
Performances, and the Acceptance of the Tender? If 
Valid, Then What Constitutes

The house committee on constitu- 
tional amendments will consider 
this afternoon the bill of the Bibb

The Fight Against 
“Poor Man’s Medicines” 


(From The Macon News.) 

The American Medical associa- 
tion is seeking to get into its own, 
hands the power of absolute control | 
over the proprietary medicines, | 
which constitute an important part 
of the retail drug business and are 
generally regarded as ‘the poor 
man’s remedies.”’ 

If the public health service of 
the United States, whose members, 
in their individual capacity, are 
in many cases members of the 
American Medical association, uses | 
its influence to back up the asso- | 
ciation in its designs, then the pub- | 
lic health service will go far to- | 
wards discrediting its future use- | 
fulness among the people. | 


The Macon News, together with 
every good citizen, believes in the | 
broad exercise of the police power 
of government to protect the life 
and health of the individual, but 
a radical end'extreme exercise of 
that power, under any circumstaces 
tends to defeat the very end in 
View, while to confer that power 
upon any organization of private 
individuals, though they be theo- 
retically experts, is a dangerous 
precedent. 

Beginning with the enactment of 
the pure food law, the congress of 
the United States has already 
passed a series of laws which throw 
ample safeguards around the pub- 
lic. No proprietary medicine can 
be labeled as setting up the claim 
that it will “cure” anything, and 
hence can make no false or mislead- 
ing promise to the purchaser. The 
label on every proprietary medi- 
cine must set forth the percentage 
of alcoho! and narcotic drugs, if 
any. it contains. 

Congress itself has felt called 
upon to relax some of.the original 
rigor of its legislation along this 
line, which once provided that the 
manufacturer of every proprietary 
medicine had to file his entire for- 
mula with the government. This 
provision was rescinded. 

The government has thrown 4 
multitude of restrictions around 
the druggists, and very properly 
so. of course. They cannot sell a 
patent medicine which claims to 
be a “cure all”or a “cure anything. 
The man who buys these proprietary 
medicines does s0 with a full 
knowldge that such is the case 
For the rest. it is not certain that 
under one system more than the 
other the public would or could be 
protected against “bread pills —and 
we may even go so far as to say 
that the medical profession prac- 
tically recognizes that in certain 
cases with which we are all fa- 
miliar, “bread pills,” | speaking 
generically, are pretty good things.

CHOLERA INFANTUM. 

Cholera is an infectious disease 
which destroys many lives in some 
countries where sanitation is neg- 
lected. 

Cholera morbus is an old-fash- 
ioned name for an acute diarrhoea 
with or without abdominal cramps or 
pain, caused by eating unsuitable or 
spoiled food, such as milk which has 
not been kept refrigerated. 


Cholera infantum is the old-fash- 
ioned name given to a serious form 
of poisoning which occurs in infants 
whose food is not properly cared for 
and prepared. As a rule the direct 
cause is bacterial infection of the 
intestine from bad milk. 

Bad milk is any milk which is not 
kept refrigerated from the milking 
to the time it is fed to the baby. 

Milk in warm weather is an ideal 
culture medium for germs. Even 
good clean certified milk has as 
much at 40,000 germs in a teaspoon- 
ful. But much of the milk peddled 


and sold in cities has millions of 
germs in a teaspoonful. Excessive 
bacterial content in milk means 
either that the persons handling the 
milk have been very dirty and care- 
less or that the milk has been al- 
lowed to become warm en route. 


It is only in the mogt severe in- 
fantile’ diarrhoea that the alarming 
symptoms of milk - intoxication 


called cholera infantum appear. 
There is profuse watery diarrhoea, 
ten:-to twenty stools in a day, the 
baby grows weak and listless, the 
eyes, abdomen and fontanelle are 
sunken, the breathing is deep and 
sighing, there is high fever at firet 
but later perhaps the temperature 
falls below normal and the body is 
cold. Vomiting increases the loss of 
water from the system. 


With such a condition present or 
threatened, it is generally advisable 
to withdraw all milk for twelve to 


twenty-four hours, and feed the baby 
only barley water. If there are very 
frequent water stools, it is a bad 
policy to give castor oil or other 
cathartic since nature in sweeping 
out the bowel only too thoroughly. 
As one factor of the serious condi- 
tion is acidosis, akalies are usually 
If the baby can take and 
retain any part or all of a bottle of 
water in which is dissolved a tea- 
spoonful of sodium bicarbonate 
(saleratus), it will do good: or a 
teaspoonful of chalk mixture (Mis- 
tura cretae) may be given: or a 
teaspoonful of milk of magnesia: 
either preferably in a bottle of 


Boil all milk, except certified 
milk, for infant® feeding through the 
hot weather. To prevent possible 
seurvy from feeding a_ sterilized 
food, give the baby a tablespoonfu! 
or two of orange or anv other fresh 
fruit juice every day after the baby 
is three months old. 


Water the baby well in hot weath- 
er. Feed cool water from a bottle

Opposing Suffrage, 
Ex-Governor Brown 
Urges Delay in Action 


Editor Constitution: 1 note that 
those favoring the woman's suffrage 
amendment to the constitution of the 
United States are earnestly urging 
that our general assembly abstain 
from taking precipitate steps to vote 
on it 
l am, therefore, writing to express 
the hope that action on this measure 
be delayed until within the last two 
weeks of the present session, This’ 
should give the advocates of the 
amendment a reasonable time in 
which to express their views to the 
members of the two houses. 

It seems to me that this delay is 
especially due the good ladies who 
are requesting it; and, in truth, the 
manhood of Georgia, which has al- 
ways held our women next to Goad 
as a moral force, will no doubt take 
pleasure in extending this courtesy.

The growing sentiment in Geor- 
gia in favor of equal suffrage was 
clearly demonstrated yesterday aft- 
ernoon when the house committee’ 
on constitutional amendments, by a 
vote of 13 to 13, tied on the motion 
to report favorably the resolution 
to ratify the federal amendment, as 
amended by the author of the reso- 
lution negativing the _ ratifying 
clause. 

The tie was broken wy Represent: | 
ative John W. Bale, of Floyd, the) 
chairman of the committee, who 
voted in the affirmative. 

One of the strongest supporters 
of equal suffrage in the house, and 
a member of the committee, Judge 
W. A. Covington, of Moultrie, was 
absent. Had he been present he 
would have voted in the negative, 
and, in that event, the resolution as 
amended would have died in the 
committee room, 

Judge Covington was absent by 
iliness, and from his sick bed urged 
that the committee postpone action 
until he could be present. 

The vote of the committee which 
brings the matter to the floor of the 
house in the hope of anti-suffragists 
of having the amendment killed 
was in the face of a warning wired 
yesterday by Chairman Cummings. 
of the national democratic commit- 


tee, that for Georgia's legislature 
to precipitately ana vindictively kil! 
this amendment at this time when 
action upon it was unnecessary and 
unsought would seriously endanger 
democratic success in 1920 in not 
less than a half dozen doubtful 
States in the central west. 


That wire was communicated to 
the chairman of the committee, who 
in turn read it to the committee in 
executive session. 

The action of the committee, 
therefore, though so close it took 
the chairman’s vote to break a tis, 
was in direct opposition to th» 
counsel of the head of the national 
democratic committee, and in res

The same author yesterday, there- 
fore, amended his own resolution, 
providing for the ratification of the 
amendment, by inserting the word 
“not’—that is, that the amendment 
be “not ratified;” the parliamentary 
effect of such a scheme—one author 
introducing both an affirmative and 
a negative on the same point at is- 
sie—being to have the resolution 
passed as amended, so that the 
house as a whole might have the 
issue to battle with. 

Conservative heads had counseled 
postponement of action, as no ad- 
vocate of equal suffrage sought the 
consideration of the federal amend- 
ment by this session of Georgia’s 
legislature.

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Construction Status on 
Great Road Is Shown in 
Reports of Recent In- 
spection Parties. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., July 7.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Reports as to the progress of 
the work in both eastern and west- 
ern divisions of the Dixie highway 
have recently been received in this 
city. That the great artery of travel 
will be ready for tourists in anoth- 
er year, thus opening up the won- 
derful scenic road over the Cum- 
berlands for automdbile travel, is 
clearly shown in these reports. 

Officials of the Dixie Highway as- 
gociation, together with guests in- 
cluding representatives of the De- 
troit, Indianapolis, Cincinnati, Knox- 
ville and Chattanooga automobile 
clubs, have just completed an in- 
spection tour of three hundred miles 
of the highway between Cincinnati 
and Knoxville through the Cumber- 
land mountains of Kentucky and 


Tennessee. 

At a dinner given the tourists by 
Director A. F. Sanford, of Knoxville, 
at the end of the tour, the conclu- 
gion was reached that the highway 
will be made travelable under all 
weather conditions within one year. 
This conviction is based on the de- 
termination of the state highway de- 
partments of Kentucky and Tennes- 
gee to co-operrte’to the fullest ex- 
tent. They were also united in the 
opinion that tourists should not at- 
tempt to travel this route until they 
are advised to do so by the asso- 


ion. 
~_ | Great Possibilities, 

The possibilities of tourist travel 
over this wonderful scenic and his- 
toric route are conceded to be be- 
yond the estimates of the most en- 
thusiastic advocates of the highway. 
Figures of from one hundred to two 
hundred cars a day throughout the 
year were mentioned by touring ex- 
perts in the party.

Two important genera] bills were 
set for a special order after the 
passing of the unanimous consents 
head this morning.

Bale, of Floyd, taking the state re- 
formatory out of the jurisdiction of 
the prison commission, changing its 
name and placing it under a board 
of managers similar to that of the 
Georgia Training School for Girls, 

House Bill No. 4, otherwise known 
as the mental defectives’ bill, of 
which Messrs. Alfriend, of Baldwin; 
Lawrence, of Chatham, and Sibley, 
of Greene, are the authors, was the 
first general bill to be called on the 
house calendar Monday. Mr. Sibley 
asked and was granted unanimous 
consent to defer action on the meas- 
ure until this morning on the ground 


that one of the authors of the 
measure was absent. ‘* 
Will Benefit Inmates, 
The purpose of Mr. Bale’s bill, 
which was also before the last gen- 


eral assembly, in the words of the 
author is to convert the state re- 


formatory from a penal institution 
to a school that will really offer 
some hope of benefit to its inmates. 
He would change the name of the 
institution to the Georgia’ State 
Training School for Boys and place 
the direction of it under a board of 
managers selected as is the board 
of the Georgia Training School for 
Girls. 

Several bills to create new judicial

Salary Bills Saved. 

Two salary increase bills were 
saved from defeat Monday by ta- 
bling motions made by their friends, 
who recognized that there was iit- 
tle hope of securing constitutional 
majorities for them at that time. 
They were a bill increasing the sai- 
ary of the state tax commissioner 
from $2,500 to $4,000 per annum ana 
a bill increasing the salaries ot pris- 
on commissioners from $2,000 to $3,- 
500. A committee amendment to the 
former, made on the suggestion ot 
Tax Commissioner H. J. Fullbrignht, 
abolished the office of stenographer 
to the commission at a salary ot 
$1,000 per annum so.that it was 
shown by Chairman Arnold, of the 
ways and means committee, tnat an 
additional expense of only $500 per 
year to the state was involved in 
the salary increase. 

After consideration in commit- 
tee of the whole which developed 
some opposition to the bill the com- 
mittee, on motion of Mr. Pace, otf 
Sumter, a friend of the measure, de- 
cided to rise, report progress and 
agree to sit again. 

Just before adjournment a bill 
to increase the pay of the prison 
commissioners from $2,000 to $3,500 
per year was reached. As some 
pretty stiff opposition developed 
this bill was also tabled. Friends 
of both these salary increase meas- 
ures are strongly hopeful from the 
test votes that they will pass when 
a fuller meeting of the house is 
secured. 

A joint resolution offered by 
Messrs. Wyatt and Longley, of 
Troup, on the request of Judge 
Frank Harwell, formerly of the court 
of appeals, and General Clifford 
Anderson, was passed before any 
of the bills above mentioned. It 
authorizes the governor to appoint 
without expense to the state attor- 
neys, who shall institute legal pro- 
ceedings to recover the amount of 
direct taxes levied on cotton in 
Georgia by the federal government 
during the civil war and recon- 
struction period. The lawyers have 
agreed to engage in the task for a 
contingent fee, their reward de- 
pending entrely upon their success 
in the matter. 

Among new measures introduced 
were a joint resolution by the 
Floyd delegation urging senators 
and representatives in congress from 
Georgia to use their high offices 
and personal influence to secure fed- 
ral aid to act in co-operation with 
the state in improving its water- 
ways and draining swamp lands; 
and a resolution by Chairman Ar-.

Jemison, After Jack Knocked Out Porky

The Atlanta Constitution was probably the first’ paper in the 
world to predict that Jack Dempsey — the Giant Killer — would 
wear the crown of the heavyweights of the roped arena. This pre- 
diction was made in the issue of July 8, 1918—just twelve months 
ago today—by Dick Jemison—then sporting editor and the third man 
in the ring on the night of the local encounter. The day after the 
fight, in a signed article, “Dick” had the following to say about the 
Flynn-Dempsey mill, in which Jack slipped the sleep-producer on the 
end of Flynn’s chin, and from all reports Porky has never rallied 

from the thud.

a “J was close enough to the 
seene of the action from my 
point of vantage as third man in 
the ring, te get a real line on 
Dempsaey’s ability but I would 
like to have gotten alittle 
longer oppertunity to study his 
work at close range for future 
use as comparisen with the 
heavyweights of the past, pres- 
ent and future. 

“BUT JACK DEMPSEY 
SHOWED ME ENOUGH IN ONE 
MINUTE AND FIFTY-EIGHT 
SECONDS OF BATTLING FOR 
ME TO RECORD MYSELF AS 
BELIEVING THAT ATLANTA 
BOXING FANS SAW THE NEXT

“Jack Dempsey has several 
assets to be considered in lining 
him up as the coming heavy- 
weight champion of the world. 

“Outside of the ropes, he is 
of a very likeable disposition, a 
big boy in a let of ways. He 
has youth. being but twenty- 
two, height, standing six feet 
one, weight, tipping the beam at 
196 pounds at present and 
adding a few pounds daily. 

“He is a aplendid ring xen- 
eral, quick of eye, uses splendid 
judgment in pieking his open- 
ings, a two handed fichter who 
shoots his punches from any 
angle without having to be set, 
and if physique stands for any- 
thing, ought to be able to stand 
a terrific drubbing if he ever 
runs across an opponent capable 
of dishing it out, 

“A good offense is a good 
defense. This ix true tin the 
prize ring as well as feotball or 
baseball, Dempsey’s defense in 
superb, for he packs the most 
wicked offensive I have ever 
seen, 

“But Dempsey’s best asset is 
lis ability te time his punches, 
He hits cleanly, sharply and 
quickly. He punches like Stewe 
art Maiden hits the golf ball, Ty 
Cobb drives a baseball or Willie 
Hoppe plays with the tvortes, 
I have never seen any clenner, 
quicker or decisive hitting thas 
that disninved by Dempsey Sat- 
urday night.” 

After I saw Dempsey knock out 
Fred Fulton at Newark, N. J. in 
twenty-three seconds last Septem- 
ber I discussed the match with 
Jemison and at that time Dick told 
me that he believed that if Willard 
ever got up sufficient courage to 
take Dempsey on for the title, that 
Willard would not last six rounds at 
the most if Dempsey was “right” 
for the fight.

A la Sullivan and Kilrian. 
After the upholstered mit affair 
at Toledo last week limited to 12 
rounds it is interesting to recall the 
Way they did it in the old days. It 
will be just 30 years tomorrow since 
the last championship with the raw 
‘uns under’ London prize ring rules 
was pulled off on American soil. Un 
the 8th of July, 1889, John L. Sulli- 
van and Jake Kilrain faced each 
other on the turf at Hichburg, Miss., 
and battled 75 rounds, two hours and 
16 minutes, before the SHostonian 
triumphed over the Baltimorean. ‘he 
men were of about the same age, 
Kilrain having passed the s0mark 
the preceding February, and Sulli- 
van in the previus (ctober. ‘They 
were exactly the same height, 5 feet 
10% inches. In weight they were 
evenly matched, and in experience, 
there was littie tu choose between 
them. Both commenced boxing in 
Boston in about 1880. Both haa 
fought draws with Charlie Mitchell. 
In 1888 Sullivan fought a 30-round 
draw with Mitchell in France, where 
a few months before Kilrain had 
fought a draw, iasting 106 rounds 
with Jem Smith, the heavyweight 
champion of England. several pre- 
vious attempts to bring Sullivan and 
Kilrain together had been made and 
in 1837 Jake alleged that John L. 
was scared o° him and ciaimed the 
title. A beit emblematic of the 
championship was slipped tod Jake 
at Baltimore in August of that year. 
The belt was a nifty article, eignt 
inches wide and 50 inches long, and 
contained 200 ounces of solid silver 
and gold. It looked good to John, and 
decided to go after it At a 
meeting im Toronto early in 1829 
the match was made for $10,000 4 
side. There was much opposition 
to scrapping with the meat hands, 
and it was difficuit to find a piace 
where the men could fight it out. 
Finally the battle was wished on tne 
little town of Richburg. Five tnou- 
sand fans went to the seat of trou- 
ble. Kilrain had the sympathy of 
& majority of the sports; during 
the early rounds Jake hade al the 
best of it. Sullivan was in danger 
several times, but he proved to have 
the greater endurance, and in the 
75th chapter Mike Donovan, a8 sec- 
ond for the game Jake, tossed the 
Sponge. John L. reigned undjsputed 
until September, 1392, when a pom- 
Padoured bank clerk from San 
Francisco took his measure at New 
Orleans, fighting under the Queens- 
berry rules, “

PITCHING-CONTROL. 
Control is the great element in 


successful pitching. Without con- 


trol all the curves, all the speed 
and all the headwork practically are 
wasted energy. 

The pitcher who has control can 
gave his* arm, can conserve his 
forces and always has the better of 
the duel with the batter. The first 
step toward developing into a 
pitcher, therefore, is to study con- 
trol of the ball. The majority of 
young fellows who aspire to be 
pitchers already possess some ac- 
curacy in throwing. Throwing is 
an Americanart. Everybody learns 
to throw stones with some accura- 
cy, whether city or country-bred, 
and the pitcher usually is the boy 
with the greatest sense of accuracy. * 

With this natural ability to 
throw comes the temptation to use 
speed. As a rule the use of hi 
speed in pitching means the loss 
of accuracy. 

The pitcher should prance with — 
slow balla most of the time, ang — 
whenever ns he should pitch — 
to a catcher.

Comptroller of Currency 
Has Surprised Them by 
Calling for Statements. 


By C. B. Evans. 
(The Constitution—Philadeiphia Public Ledger 
Service, Copyright, 1919) 
Chicago, July 7.—The call on the 
banks for statements to the comp- 


troller of the currency and the 
auditor of public accounts as of 
June 30 has taken the bankers DY 
surprise, inasmuch as a period 0° 
barely two months has elapsed since 
the latest preceding call, but it has 
not caught them napping. They are 
very much awake. It is likely that 
this early action is a part of the 
purpose of the government to put 4 
check on speculation by showing the 
banks to themselves and to the pub- 
lic, far as one can judge from 
Chicago institutions no -unsually 
hazardous lending will be disclosed. 
Perhaps the government, like the 
rest of us, is measuring affairs DY 
the old million dollar standard at 4 
time when a billion has stalked into 
business and insisted on dominatins 


a 

The statements now being com- 
piled will show a large increase in 
the deposits of Chicago banks. y 
as much as such gain has occurred 
by so much are these institutions 
justified in larger lending and they 
naturally protect themselves by act- 
ing cautiously with respect to loans 
on speculative stocks, And the 
statements do not show the full ex- 
tent of the increase in deposits, 
inasmuch as the first three “days ot 
July brought in an immense quan- 
tity of money, especially to the sav- 
ings banks, and that increase will 
be still greater up to the tenth, to 
which date most of the institutions 
accept deposits subject to interest 
from the first. 

As a sample of what is happening, 
The First Trust and Savings bank 
scored an increase of over $1,400,000 
in deposits in the 25 business days 
of June, that is approximately $69,- 
000 per day. The banks are making 
large figures in various directions. 
To date clearings were over $160,- 
000,000, which is at the rate of $969,- 
000,000 per week as against a normal 
of $550,000,000. This is accounted 
for by the fact that items accumu- 
lated over the fourth and on the 
fifth there were no clearings, the 
banks being open only for emer- 
gency business. 

It is the rank and file that are 
setting the pace. The banks are 
overrun with people of small or 
moderate means, who are putting 
their savings in a safe place. This 
is extremely gratifying in view of 
the impression many have—and true 
to a considerable extent—that wage 
earners are blowing in their money 
for things that profit not. We no 
longer have the saloons as monetary 
scrapheaps, but also the principle is 
getting into the heads of persons of 
small means that even many com- 
forts may be dispensed with in view 
of the needs of the future. They 
are grasping the idea that now is the 
time to save money if ever. 

Nor are the brokerage offices 
without evidence of the same sort. 
Buying of stocks and bonds is per- 
sistent and confident. The legisla- 
tion of advances in stocks when the 
conservative man thinks they are al- 
ready too high is not onry wm rane 
“soa agi and the actuality of active 

usiness but in the great quantity 
of these issues that are taken out of 
the market. One sees rich men 
dropping their stocks and poor men 
picking them up. Thus far the judg- 
ment or the enthustasm of the poor 
man has won out. Every day brings 
new evidence that the productive 
and distributive industries are 
growing and so long as this con- 
dition lasts the buyer of stocks 
considers himself reasonably safe, 
always barring governmental ac- 
tion or sharp advance in the rates 
for money. Never has the crowd 
of small buyers triumphed so sig- 
nally over the big fellows and the 
conservatives.

Asheville, N. C., July 7.—That the

Congressman Will D. Upshaw, of 
Atlanta, Ga., representing the fifth 
Georgia district, asked the publish- 
ers for their views on the readjust- 
ment of postal rates which they 
seek. He declared that since his 
election to the house that body has 
been so busy playing politics it has 
had no time to give to the consider- 
ation of the troubles of the pub- 
lishers, which are also the troubles 
of the public.

BONDS ARE VALIDATED 
AFTER HARD CONTEST 


Valdosta, Ga., July 7.—(Special.) 
Berrien good roads bonds, recently 
authorized by the voters of the 
county, were validated before Judge 
W.E. Thomas at Nashville on Sat- 
urday, after a strong fight had been 
made against the issue. Although 
less than fifty votes against bonds 
were polled in the electton, a few 
of the opponents decided to attack 
the validation of the issue in the 
courts, and employed the law firm 
of Quincey & Rice, of Ocilla, to 
head the fight. 

Solicitor C. E. Hay also appeared 
in his official capacity; and Judge 
W. D. Buie and other Nashville at- 
torneys represcnted the other side. 
Am@gng the grounds on which the 
fight was made, it was alleged that 
the taxable values of the county did 
not warrant an issue of $500,000 


in bonds. 


The question of powdered milk 
which has been the subject of much 
discussion since ‘accusations were 
first made that it was being sold by 
milk depots in Atlanta under the 
guise of fresh milk, will be settied 
if a bill which will probably be in- 
troduced in the house today becomes 


a law. 

The bill provides for the regula- 
tion of the sale and distribution of 
manufactured milk, and makes it 
incumbent for manufacturers of 
milk from milk powders or other 
substitute, to secure a license. Arti- 
ficial milk must be plainly labeled, 
and the percentage of milk solids 
and fat contained in it must be 
given. If any substitutes for cream 
are used in the manufacture. the 
label must indicate the percentage 
and origin of such fats. 


Supported by Bahnsen 


The measure has the support of 
the Georgia Milk Producers’ asso- 
ciation, of Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen, 
state veterinarian, and of the At- 
lanta Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
It will be urged that it is unfair 
that manufactured milk should be 
sold in competition with milk pro- 
duced on Georgia dairy farms. 

Discussion of this proposed legis- 
lation will be one of the important 
matters to be taken up at the méet- 
ing of the newly organized Georgia 
Milk Producers’ association Wednés- 
day at 1 o'clock. 

Another bill to be discussed at 

this time will be one to reimburse, 
in part at least, dairy owners for 
the loss of cattle on account of 
tuberculosis. A measure of this 
kind has been brought up in the 
legislature for a number of years 
but has failed to pass. 
_ Dr. Bahnsen, in commenting Mon- 
@ay upon the need for this protec- 
tion to the farmers, said, ‘‘There is 
less tuberculosis among the native 
dairy cows of Georgia than among 
any other cattle known of in the 
country. 

“For this reason there would not 
often have to be any reimbursement 
made to the owner of a cow slaugh- 
tered on account of disease. The 
cost to the state would be practi- 
cally negligible, and yet payment 
for a cow condemned by state in- 
spectors would mean a good deal to 
the owner. Many other states have 
such laws which serve to encourage 
the dairy industry. 


Must Aid Dairying 


“Georgia needs to pass legislation 
Which will aid the dairy business, 
because it has not been undertaken 
on a large scale tm this state yet. 
We have excellent provision for 
maintaining sanitary conditions on 
dairy farms, and we should have 
other laws which will give full jus- 
— to those who undertake dairy- 

“The tubercular inspections bene- 
fit and protect the public: in turn 
the farmers should be compensated 
for the losses they sustain on ac- 
count of the inspections.” 

Dr. Bahnsen has issued a letter to 
all milk producers urging that they 
attend the association meeting Wed- 
nesday, which will be in charge of 
Paul F. White, the president. He 
has interviewed the transportation 
companies and states that they have 
expressed a willingness to co-ope- 
rate in preventing the loss of milk 
cans and in other ways to give the 
milkmen better service in transpor- 
tation. 

Plans for protection against un- 
reasonable losses of cans will be 
gone into at the meeting, as will the 
agitation over pasteurization. Milk 
producers who‘ havé not yet joined 
the association _will be welcomed

Governor Hugh Dorsey addressed 
an assembly of 10,000 negroes last 
night at the Auditorium-Armory, 


iwhen the opening session of the 30th 


annual convention of the Knights of 
Pythias and the Courts of Calanthe 
was held. There were 800 grand 
representatives of the Knights of 
Pythias and 575 representatives of 
the courts of Calanthe present, be- 
sides many visitors and almost a 
complete assemblage of the local 
membership of the two organiza- 
tions. 

“The negroes of Georgia have just 
cause to be proud of their race,” 
said Governor Dorsey. “They have 
proven themselves loyal and they, 
too, gave their every effort to bring- 
ing the war to a successful close, 
and those members of the race who 
went to France added a dignity to 
their names which the years cannot 
erase.”’ 

Mayor Key also addressed the 
convention outlining the accom. 
plishments of the race, and pointed 
out the great possibilities of the 
future if the negroes of Georgia de- 
velop themselves along the proper 
lines. 

The convention which opened last 
night will close Thursday. A mam- 
moth parade will be staged in the 
downtown streets today. There will 
be 25,000 participants, which will 
make it one of the largest evefits 
of its kind ever seen in Atlanta. A 
prize drill contest will also be heid 
Thursday at Ponce de Leon park. 

The Courts of Calanthe is an aux- 
iliary organization of the Knignts 
of Pythias. The latter was estab- 
lished in Georgia in 1888. Sumpter 
H. Blocker was the first grand 
chancellor. The other grand chan- 
cellors since the organization of the 
lodge are: T. J. Davis, W. A. Khodes, 
C. A. Shaw, C. D. Presswell and 
G. R. Hutto, the present grand 
chancellor. 

The aggregated wealth of the 
lodge is $1,571,000, and in the state 
of Georgia it has 50,000 male mem- 
bers and 28,000 women members.

Bay Minette, Ala., July. 7.—Over 
fifty witnesses have been summoned 
to appear before the Baldwin county 
grand jury which convened today 
following Governor Kilby’s firm 
stand and recent announcement that 
the slayers of Frank Foukal shall 
be apprehended and tried. Indica- 
tions are that the grand jury will 
be in session most of the week. 

In addition to the testimony of 
the half hundred witnesses, the in- 


quisitors will have presented to them 


signed confessions of a number of 
the twenty-eight men already un- 
der arrest and who told all about 
the killing of Foukal immediately 
after their incarceration in the Bay 
Minette jail.

“The Kenseikai, the opposition 
party in the house of répresenta- 
tives, is attacking the government's 
intention to join the new banking 
syndicate for China on the ground 
that economic loans are not exclud- 
ed from the business scope of the 
new consortium. Ina statement is- 
sued to the press Baron Takahashi, 
minister of finance, replies to the 
attack, stating that he does not err 
in subscribing to the new enter- 
prise. : 

“The Kenseikai’s position is stated 
in its resolution, just passed, to be 
that considering the interests of 
China, and that Japan's economic 
loans ought to be made in an open 
market. Japan ought to have sound- 
ed the Chinese government before 
hand and, if necessary, to have co- 
operated with it in settling this 
question. It wants the conveyance 
of old loans to the new consortium 
to be made at the option of the par-~- 
ties concerned. The economic loans 
handled by the new syndicate must 
also be confined to railways, canals 
or other loans of considerable size. 

“Baron Takahashi takes the stand 
that if Japan does not subscribe to 
the new consortium and takes in- 
dependent action Japan will be in- 
ternationally isolated, because Chi- 
na, which is anti-Japanese in its 
sentiment at present, will then seek 
funds in America. He also states 
that Japan could not sound China as 
to the new international financial 
combine because when the United 
States proposed it the syndicate was 
not taking shape. 

“The baron also declares that 
Japan’s rights in Manchuria and 
Mongolia are to be excluded from 
the new loan group. The rights in 
Shantunge are also to be excluded 
as they are taken over from Ger- 
many. As regards the two railroads, 
there is no cause for. anxiety for 
Japan has an understanding with 
China that they will be operated by 
a joint stock company financed by 
Japan and China.”

HARTSFIELD MAN HURT 
WHEN CAR TURNS OVER

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Paris, July 7.—The Petit Parisien, 
explaining the agreement entered 
into by the United States and Great 
Britain to come to the aid of 
France in case of unprovoked ag- 
gression by Germany, says: 

“For the first time a convention 


of this kind is made public directly 
after its conclusion. This may be 
called an act*of diplomacy, accom- 
plished in the face of the whole 
world; one, all the more decisive, 
for not being kept secret in the 
chancellories. The circumstances 
relative to its conclusion are known. 

“The league of nations cannot op- 
erate immediately. Years may £0 
before it really comes into forge, 
and in the meantime France may 
again be the victim of aggression. 
The danger of aggression menaces 
France more. than any country 
which is a member of the league, 
America being far away, and Eng- 
land more than ever protected by 
the sea. 

‘Mr. Wilson and Mr. lLloyd- 
George realized that France needed 
immediate guarantee, the simple 
proclamation of which would keep 
in check any desire for aggression. 
The agreement published answers 
the purpose; it will come into forec 
if any unprovoked act of aggres- 
sion is made against France. But 
who couftd imagine our country ca- 
pable of provoking a war? The 
treaty does not impose any obliga- 
tion on France, but her allies have 
bound theinselves by it to provide 
her with the guarantees they deem- 
ed to be necessary. Finally, the 
treaty will remain in force until the 
league of nations decides that the 
league itself is sufficient guarantee 
against aggression. Such is the 
meaning oof this unprecedented 
agreement. It will not be possible 
to misconstrue it.”

Japanese Emigrants 
Don’t Seem Anxious : 
To Work in Brazil 


(By Constitution Leased Wire) 
Washington, July 7.—The Jap- 
anese Overseas Development com- 
pany is encountering difficulties in 
the fulfillment of its agreement 
with the Brazilian government for 
the supply of 20,000 Japanese emi- 
grants because of the reluctance 
of the Japanese in rural districts 
to leave the country, says a report 
from Tokio today. A canvas of 
Japan to secure the remaining 
number who, according to. the 
agreement, must be sent within 
a years, has not been satisfac- 
ory. 

During the first two of the four 
years stipulated for the sending of 
this number, 11,000 have been sent 
since 1917, but the company finds 
that the securing of the remaining 
number will be difficult. The Jap- 
anese emigrant agencies’ guild and 
the Morioka Emigration company, 
organized by the Overseas com- 
pany for the purpose, succeeded in 
finding only 7,000 to make the trip 
last year instead of the year’s al- 
lotment of 9,000. .
